IMAGES OF EARLY CAPE ANN 
COLONY ARTISTS 


L yme Art Association, one of 
the oldest arts organizations 
in the country, presents a dual 
exhibition, "Sound and Sea: 
Contemporary Artists of the Lyme 
Art Association & Cape Ann," and 
"The Legacy of Cape Ann Artists," 
a historic presentation of noted 
early Cape Ann artists, drawn from 
a private collection. The exhibition 
runs from February 22 through 
March 29. 

Offering a contemporary 
connection, the artists of the Lyme 
Art Association who live along the 
waters and salt marshes of the 
Connecticut River and Long Island 
Sound invited artists of Gloucester

Represented in the "Legacy 
of Cape Ann Artists” are the 
art colony's early mentors who, 
a century and a half ago, 
immortalized Gloucester harbor, 
filled with fishing vessels and 
surrounded by the rock-bound

A Geographic Gem 

About 25 miles north of Boston, 
lies Cape Ann, an island, actually, 
formed by the Annisquam River, 
that juts out into the Atlantic. 
Gloucester, founded in 1623 and 
later a prosperous international 
port of call was the magnet for 
artists, with a bustling harbor, 
roiling seas, fishing yawls and 
heavily canvassed ships. Cape 
Ann's granite coast, beautiful 
woodlands and rustic villages of 
Rockport, Pigeon Cove, Lanesville 
and Annisquam were peopled by 
scores of workers who had 


migrated from Ireland, Portugal, 
Italy, Sweden, and Canada. They 
worked as sail makers, fishermen, 
ship builders and quarrymen as 
Cape Ann became a major center 
for these industries. 

An Art Colony Chronicle 

Artists of Cape Ann A 150 Year 
Tradition, written by Kristian 
Davies, is a colorful, fascinating 
history of America's oldest art 
Colony, the first such 


comprehensive chronicle. “For 
almost two centuries, artists have 
been coming to Cape Ann, 
drawing a diverse roster of salon 
painters, Folk artists, Luminists, 
Tonalists, Impressionists, Ashcan 
painters, magazine and children's 
book illustrators and Modernists 
alike," Mr. Davies wrote. 
“Somehow each successive wave 
of artists found something on 
Cape Ann that they recognized as 
uniquely their own - uniquely for 
them." 

America's most celebrated 
artists were among them: Fitz 
Hugh Lane, Winslow Homer, 
Childe Hassam, John Twachtman, 
John Sloan, Edward Hopper, 


Stuart Davis and Marsden Hartley. 
Mr. Davies quotes The Boston 
Herald Critic Lawrence Dame who 
wrote: “Whenever the artist 
cannot be seen, bright and 
dapper, bowing his way through 
the streets of Rockport, he may be 
found, if it is a stormy day, braced 
like some ancient deity on the 
cliffs along the turbulent shore..." 

“Because of its geography, the 
light on Cape Ann offered a great 
array of contrasts," Mr. Davies 


observed. “Clear sunlight, dense 
fog, horrific storms, brilliant 
sunsets, and hazy dawns seem 
to follow each other in rapid 
succession." Thus not all of the 
early images are nautical. Jonas 
Lie's oil, Cape Ann Street Scene, is 
of white-washed village houses; 
changing seasons are captured by 
Harry Vincent in oil, Fall Colors, 
and by William Lester Stevens in 
an oil, Fall Landscape, and Stow 
Wengenroth is represented with 
two rare watercolors, Red, White 
and Black, and Flowers and 
Butterfly. 

"Cape Ann's popularity to 'the 
artist' did not wane or die with 
the popularity of one particular 
style, or even one particular 
evolution of modern art," Mr. 
Davies believes. "It has been an 
area of (indescribable) beauty that 
has been continuously redefined, 
as a broad array of painters 
continues to redefine their art." 
Continuing that redefinition are 
the exhibition's contemporary 
Cape Ann artists: Thomas A. 
Nicholas, N.A., of Rockport and 
his son, T. M. Nicholas, Essex; 
Jonathan Hotz, Charles Mosher, 
and John Terelak, Rockport, and 
Charles Movali, Gloucester. 

Common Ground 

Like Cape Ann, the Lyme 
Art Colony has a rich history 
and tradition. In 1899, Henry 
Ward Ranger attracted to the 
village of Old Lyme, the salt 
marshes, and the Sound 
established the colony. In 1902 
he and a group of artists held 
their first exhibition - at the 
Phoebe Griffin Noyes Library. 

“By 1914, Old Lyme was one 
of the most highly acclaimed 
art colonies in the United States," 
wrote Kathy Kienholz, archivist 
and manuscript curator of the 
American Academy of Arts 
and Letters. 

Some of the noted artists who 
painted at Cape Ann were also 
members of the Lyme Art Colony, 
namely Gifford Beal, Childe 
Hassam, Willard Metcalf, and Guy

Wiggins. The Lyme Art 
Association which grew out of 
that early art colony, celebrated its 
centennial exhibition in 2002. 

The association is housed in an 
exceptional shingle style gallery 
building designed by Charles A. 


Platt, financed by the artists, and 
completed in 1921. A New York 
Times writer once described it as 
"belonging to the location as a 
Connecticut wildflower to the 
countryside." □

E dgar Miner, LAA's longest 
active member, died January 
7 in Park Ridge, New Jersey and 
was interred in Nyack, NY with 
his late wife, Dorothy. 

Edgar was born in New 
London, Connecticut in 1915. 
He enrolled as an art student at 
the National Academy of Design 
in 1938. In 1940, he postponed 
his studies to serve with the 
43rd Division 15th Air Force. 
Edgar was stationed in Australia, 
New Zealand and New Guinea 
and was honorably discharged 
in 1945. 

After the war, Edgar 
returned to his hometown New 
London and to painting. He 
studied oil painting with Guy 
Wiggins and Jim McManus in 
Old Lyme. Edgar joined the LAA 
in 1945 and said the "old guys" 
always called him "the kid". He 
succeeded Harry Hoffman as 
Treasurer of the LAA in 1953 
and served until 1970. 

During my years as 
Director, I would chat with 
Edgar over the phone about 
LAA exhibitions and his 


painting shipments. He reported 
that he painted every day, 
smoked cigars every day, and 
exhibited his art work 
frequently. Edgar would regale 
me with stories, describing the 
LAA in the 40's and 50's. He 
told me about chowder suppers 
on Friday nights in winter. 
Artists would heat themselves 
and the chowder on a wood 
stove in the basement and "talk 
shop". 

Edgar described the "old 
guys" as they installed an 
exhibition, arguing about how 
paintings should be hung, canes 
waving and voices rising. He 
recalled the cold beers that 
followed the hard work and 
heated moments of an 
installation. I assured Edgar that 
both traditions of heated debate 
and cold beer are alive and well. 

I'll miss my talks with 
Edgar. He continued to paint 
until a week before he died.
